LECTURES TO 
STATE GROWERS 


Chester J. Tyson Teds State Far­ 
mers and Orchardists in Session 
at State College of Adams County 
Methods in Apple Crowing. 


Cheater J. Tyson, of Flora Dale, ad­ 
dressed the farmers and fruit growers 
now in session at State College and re­ 
counted some alluring observations a s 
to the big profit end of Pennsylvania 
apples. 
He said: 
'By intelligent intercropage w ith 
cabliage and potatoes expenses can be 
made out of a planting until the or­ 
chard comas into bearing about the 
tenth year. 
Then the proper yearly 
caring for the trees will inclcde one 
spraying for scale and two for the 
fruit, fertiiizution, cultivation, prun­ 
ing and of course the picking. 
All 
those costs wiii not Tie more than $100 
an acre and I 
know many instances 
where they have not totaled half that 
amount. 
York Imperials are generally plant­ 
ed thirty feet ajiart, arty trees to the 
acie and I know of a 9 year old orchard 
of that variety of apples which yield­ 
ed $375 worth of apples to an acre and 
this year, when ll years old, returned 
$425 to the acre. 


“ I know of arother forty acre plant­ 
ing r«.ar the cited ore, 
which waa 
operated at a cost of $20 to 
the acre 
and returned over $250 an acre. I also 
have in mind a 12 ye^rs old orchard 
which i etui ceti $400 an acre w ith a 
handled do Tar old orchard, made over 
bv cutting o rt tue tops of *be old trees 
four vsars ago, f om which two years 
ago $290 worth of spades were taken to 
the tore. ’*

FEEDING THE 
WORK HORSE 


According 
an expert breeder, who 
bas had a w ide experience in the care 
and feeding of d raft horses, horsemen 
have much to learn on the subject of 
finding hay to horses. 
He says the 
average man allow’s the horse to be 
the judge of the am ount of hay he 
should have, this being gauged by the 
anim al's capacity, and thus many a 
go*Kl work horse is ruined. 
It is not 
necessary 
to 
feed 
more 
than one 
pound of hay for every hundredw eight 
cf the animal. 
For example, a 1,400 
P mm! horst* should get not more than 
fourteen pounds of hay per day. 
The above am ount of hay and a 
a r in rat iou. composed of corn, oats 
and bran. mixed in the proportion of 
fifty pounds of corn. fifty pounds of 
oats and tw enty-five pounds of bran, 
v. ill make any horse fit for a bard 
day’s work. 
One will generally have 
to feed from one to one and a half 
pounds of grain per day to every hun­ 
dredweight 
«>f horse. 
The sm aller 
amount may do wbeu be is at light 
work and the larger am ount when at 
henry 'abor. 
I find that such a mix­ 
ture as this fed along with the am ount 
of hay mentioned will keep a horse 
« heerful and make him pleasant to 
work. 
The grain ration Is sufficiently 
battening, while it is also flesh form­ 
ing cu<>ugh in character to im part a 
wearing quality to flu* muscle*. 
It i- true that some horses will eat 
much more hay than the am ount men­ 
tioned. but it is a mistake to increase 
lid s quantity, a* a horse can only 
digest and assim ilate a certain amount. 
Keep In mind that a horse’* np ignite 
generally goes beyond his powers of 
assimilation. 
In many cases horses 
tim I eat large am ounts of hay b e n n is 
laird looking 
while they have little 
life «»r snap in them. 
Some men go on 
from year to year with their horses In 
this condition without knowing any- 
lldiig alinit its caus* . 
it is usually 
advisable to use only a small am ount 
of hay In the morning and at noon. 
making th** night b cd somewhat more 
iiiierHl. though not euoirrh but what 
the horse will clean It up In a reison- 
nbic length of tim e and then lie down 
tor a com fortable night’s rest. 
In connection with sensible liny feed­

The food xalue of cot* 
tnge cheese is approxim ately the same 
as that of beefsteak, pound for pound, 
sud as for butterm ilk, two quarts of 
this may be considered fully equal to 
one pound of beefsteak. Thus it will 
lie seen that cottage cheese at 15 cents 
]>er 1 mund and butterm ilk at 7 cents 
per quart are no more expensive than 
steak at 15 cent* per pound. 


Valuable Manure. 
W hen the cattle arc fed on groin 
find oilmen I in addition to a more 
bulky ration the m anure will be mode 
more valuable. 
If the grain is grown 
on the farm the fields that produce It 
must be supplied with nitrogen and 
phosphates. 
The farm er or dairym an 
who purchases groin or hay brings 
back to his farm that which was lost 
in milk. 
But lf he docs not purchase 
food he must procure Instead ground 
bone. phosphate, potash, nitrate of 
soda cr some other form of fertiliser 
m aterial.

la known as system baying Is merely 
an 
application 
of tb s co-operative 
principle. 
It 
meets 
tb s catalogue 
houses ou their own ground and by 
procuring the lowest possible prices 
from the m anufacturer enables tb s lo­ 
cal m erchant to cut retail prices. 
System buying tokes advantage of 
the m ethyl of buying adopted by 
the mat! order concerns themselves. 
Through considerable experim enting 
and study it has been brought to a 
higher st* ie of efficiency than it could 
boast in the beginning. 
As a m atter 
of fact. nome of the early efforts In 
this Hue were rank failures. 
These 
very failure* taught their lessons, how­ 
ever. and 1 »oin ted out the danger spots. 
A kindred effort to help the local 
merchant Is the sates promoting com­ 
pany. 
Tl»e design of those concerns 
is to give the Individual tradesm an the 
advantage of the latest and most ap 
proved method* of advertising, collec­ 
tion*, solicit lug trade and carrying od 
a successful campaign against the cat­ 
alogue houses. 
Both the system baying and the 
sale* promotion are In a way an ap­ 
plication of the principle of co-opera­ 
tion Minong local m erchants. The ide t 
bas perhaps been carried to Its far­ 
thest point of development In the com­ 
bination of ruannfacturars and mer­ 
chant* Into a house sim ilar to the mail 
order concern, with the exception that 
all sn Ie* are made through the local 
tradesm en. One of the pioneer houses 
of th!* klud has its headquarters In 
Sioux City. 
I am far from advocating 
any specific company or Indeed from 
advocating uuy sort of combination, 
system buying or sales promoting that 
doe* not appeal to the individual mer­ 
chant himself 
My own Idea bas al­ 
way* been tin t in the last analysis 
this fight dei* i ds on tbs local trades­ 
man 
He I* the trade wtnuer. 
He Is 
the one in*»*t Interested, and he is the 
♦ me w ho must decide. 
It Is only with 
the id ca «»f making some suggestions 
which may |*»<?lbly help him in bb* 
fight that this article is written. 
While it la true, however, th at tbs 
Individual m erchant Is the cornerstone. 
be I* not tti** entire superstructure. 
Hi* relation to bls fellow m erchants 
who have like interests with himself 
goes to make up the completed edifice. 
The f*o-o} e ra t ive principle Is sound 
and is the in oat im portant factor In 
modern commercial and Industrial de­ 
velopment. For the local m erchants of 
America to make a successful fight 
against 
the catalogue booses some 
form of co-operation is absolutely nec­ 
essary. 
This will in no way or at 
least should in no way ham per the 
liberty and initiative of the Individual 
merchant. Its only legitim ate function 
is to help him. to make him more effi­ 
cient. to give him lower prices In Inly­ 
ing. better ideas iu advertising and 
soliciting, more businesslike handling 
of credits and collections and up to 
date methods Id selling. In tbs main 
the interests of all local m erchants are 
the same. Their experience should help 
each other. By uniting each of them 
strengthen* bis bands. But this onion 
must lie their own. most belong to the 
Individual m erchants themselves.
